1 8 ih .— T h e fo llo w in g 
b u lle tin w as p o s te d in the ra ilr o a d office 
to -d a y : 
“ I am unwilling to believe that you 
have well considered the position in which 
you place yourselves by joiningthepending 
strike against this company, and I feel sure 
that if each man will independently think 
and act for himself there will be no general 
abandonment of this company’s service by 
its engineers and firemen. The company 
desires to retain you in its service, and it is 
reluctant to undertake the task of seeking 
and employing other competent men to 
take 
your 
places. I 
have, 
therefore, 
thought it best, before undertaking to reor­ 
ganize our force by employing new men, 
to.call your attention to the following (acts : 
“ First—You have no grievances against 
this company. We have' heard all of your 
complaints. We have met your commit­ 
tee, and our demands you "admit to have 
been fair and just, and we have agreed with 
you upon all matters relating to your du­ 
ties and compensation. 
Our agreement 
covering all of these points is in writing, 
and essentially satisfactory to you. We 
have been, even up to this date, absolutely 
free from asking any of you to do any­ 
thing that was unreasonable, or that would 
in any way militate against the interests of 
the Brotherhood. 
We have maintained 
absolute neutrality in the controversy be­ 
tween the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
and its engineers, and all statements to the 
contrary are absolutely false. 
“ We have treated you in all respects, as 
you all admit, with perfect fairness and ab­ 
solute justice, and we have faithfully kept 
our promises to you. True, we have not 
been able to promise you that we can or 
will disobey the laws of the United States 
and the laws of the Territories through 
which this road runs. We have thought 
best to be frank with you, and to assure 
you that in the end we shall all he cbliged 
to obey these laws as they shall be con­ 
strued by the Courts. 
“Your committee have assured us that 
they did not ask us to violate the law, and 
you must know well that we could not, if 
we would, comply with such a request, if 
made. 
“Second—By the terms of the written 
contract between this company and the 
Brotherhood, by which, according to the 
rules of your society, you are explicitly 
bound, it is provided that no one of you 
shall be discharged without cause, and that 
when charges are preferred you shall in all 
cases be entitled to a hearing before an im ­ 
partial board; and in consideration of this 
and other valuable privileges secured to 
you by such contract, you therein agree not 
to leave the service without giving us thirty 
days’ notice. 
“ Third—Not withstanding these facts, the 
Chairman of your committee, I. Conroe, 
notified an officer of one of the divisions of 
the Santa Fe svstem by telegraph on the 
15th instant, which was received at 3:50 p. 
M., advising that all engineers and firemen 
on the Santa Fe system would quit work at 
4 o’clock r. m. of that day. So tnat, instead 
of thirty days’ notice, as required by your 
agreement, your committee saw fit to give 
only ten minutes’ notice. 
“ We have been assured by your com­ 
mittee that none of you would be ordered 
to quit the service, aud that each man 
would be left free to act according to his 
own judgment. I do not believe that you 
ouL’ht to regard as binding upon you any 
order from any committee or any organiza­ 
tion requiring you to violate your solemn 
contrate with ibis company, or with the 
Santa Fe system, of whicn this road is part, 
am! to commit a great wrong by striking 
against an employer who you know Las 
not wronged you in the slightest degree. 
“ If, therefore, such an order lias been 
issued, I should not, I trust, appeal to you 
In vain to resist such tyranny. But I "am 
glad to be informed that your leaders 
disclaim any purpose to deprive you 
of the Iteedom which by right belongs to 
every citizen. Ifa sa b o d v you quit our 
service you will do the company, yourselves 
and m any of your co-pruployes a great 
harm . It will take m uch irouble to fill 
your places with competent men, and we 
shall operate the road with none other. 
The operation of our fine may in a measure 
be stopped for a time. The company will 
sutler heavy pecuniary losses, the public 
will also suffer, and will, in my judgment, 
insist upon your giving a satisfactory rea­ 
son lor having caused so much wrons and 
injury. 
“If the trains stop, we shall have for the 
lime being no need of the services of a 
large number of employes who are engaged 
in connection with the operation and me­ 
chanical department. They will have to 
be dropped until traffic can be restored, but 
the greatest eyil will follow on yourselves 
if you force us to fill your places "with other 
competent men. It will be impossible for 
us hereafter to remove these men without 
cause, in order lo take you back. We shall 
treat them as we have treated you, and re­ 
move no man without cause, so that you 
will permanently lose your places. 
“These are evils. It is noc a little matter 
to stand before the community as responsi­ 
ble for them without being able to show 
that an overwhelming necessity prompted 
your action. Your only plea will be that 
you did it to help your comrades in the 
coi test with the C , B. and Q , but that will 
not be sufficient. 
It is no excuse—it is 
w,orse than none—for the plain reason 
that your action helps, pot hurts, the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. 
That 
company aud the Santa Fe are"business 
opponents. We operate competing lines, 
not connecting at any point. 
If yon crip­ 
ple us and make it impossible for us 10 
handle freight, you will increase the busi­ 
ness of the 
Chicago, Burlington 
and 
Quincy by throwing into its hands the 
freight that would otherwise come to ns. 
“ How you were persuaded to believe that 
you could hurt the Chicago, Burlington 
aud Quincy by striking down one of its 
strongest competitors, passes my under­ 
standing. Moreover, if your action would 
injure the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
it would not justify your action, because "it 
is never either lawful or right to strike a 
friend or benefactor in order to injure an 
enemy. 
“ Oiir company must place itself in po­ 
sition to perform its whole duty as a com­ 
mon carrier as soon as possible. 
I appeal 
to you to reconsider your action and return 
to your post of duty on or before 4 o’clock 
p. m. of Thursday, "the 22d. 
At the expira­ 
tion of that time, limited as above, the 
agreement between you and the Atlantic 
and Pacific Company, Western Division, 
will terminate, unless in the meantime 
you have resumed your customary runs. 
We will proceed to reorganize our forces 
by employing new men wherever they can 
be found to take the place of such of you 
as lemain off duty.

EFFECT OF THE STRIKE. 
N e e d i.es, March I8th —The effect of the 
strike has caused an order for all the men 
employed in the shops to be suspended 
until further orders. 
This order throws 
out of employment at this place about one 
hundred machinists, blacksmiths and la­ 
borers. An east-bound mail from Los An­ 
geles was side-tracked at Peach Springs, 
and the engineers refused to handlj it out 
of that place, and there it remains side­ 
tracked. 
Supplies will soon be very short, and 
merchants and all classes will be the suf­ 
ferers. 
A train with an express and mail car, ar­ 
rived here from Los Angeles last eveninc 
and is now here. The engineers refuse to 
take it out. Friday’s mail train is sull tied 
np at Peach Springs and cannot get auy 
fnrther. 


and way points, and La Grange merchants 
s ate that tbey will suffer considerable, as 
the cnnsignni“t t - are liable to spoil. George

tB-up was declared tbey shipped three 
trains of oranges which are now at Rincon 
and Albuquerque.

NOTHING DOING. 
At the Santa Fe yards everything is as 
quiet as a tomb. No one seems to be about 
—not even a switch engine being in the 
yards 
The men are collected about the 
round house, discussing the situation. It 
seems that the San Francisco agent of the 
company is still selling tickets to Eastern 
points. 
STALLED PASSENGERS. 
A. Ziilner reported at the police station 
that be had purchased a ticket at San Fran­ 
cisco to Denver on Thursday. 
Upon the 
arrival of the train in this city it was tied 
up. 
He has no money, having purchased 
his ticket with all the cash in his posses­ 
sion. He stated that he went to the office 
of the Santa Fe in this city and asked that 
either his ticket be changed so that he 
could go on his journey, or his expenses 
while in this city be paid. 
He was told 
that neither could be done for him by the 
company. 
it is undoubtedly a fact that there are 
scores of such cases in this city, and the 
suffering no doubt will be great. W hat 
the laws in the premises are seem hard to 
tell. 
NO CHANGE IN TIIB SITUATION. 
Los A n g e l e s, March 18th.—p. m .— The 
railroad strike has not changed. No trains 
are running on the Santa Fe. The South­ 
ern Pacific is all right.

E lPaso, 
March 18th.—Although 
the 
blockade of the Atchison, Topeka 
it 
Santa Fe continues on account of the en­ 
gineers’ strike, trallic with Mexico over the 
Mexican Central Road has been lesumed. 
With the permission of the Santa Fe road 
the Mexican Central people are sending 
their locomotives accross the river over the 
Santa Fe rails and connecting link into the 
yards of the Texas Pacific road, where 
countless cars filled 
with 
commercial 
freight and railroad materiul await them, 
made up into good-sized trains, which they 
carry across the river into the Mexican 
Central yards as fast as possible. Yester­ 
day s work of that character continued 
throughout the whole night. 
Once on Mexican soil they safely passed 
through the Custom-house. The Mexican 
Central forward the freight as fast as their 
limited power enables them, giving prefer­ 
ence to commercial freight. The railroad 
material is mostly designed for the Cen­ 
tral’s numerous new branches and exten­ 
sions. No change appears in the condition 
oí the strike. The Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe is completely closed down. 
El 
Paso mails for the north accumulate in the 
depot. 
Other roads are running regularly. 


T O E U N IO N P A C IF IC . 


A U n ited S ta te s J u d g e S a y s th a t C on - 
sp ir a r y Is U n la w fu l. 
Omaha, March 18th —Judge Dundy, of 
the United States District Court, yesterday 
rendered his decision in the Union Pacific 
injunction suit. In substance the Court 
holds that the engineers on the Union Pa­ 
cific have the right to quit work when they 
please, but have no right to enter into á 
conspiracy, when the purpose of that con­ 
spiracy is to prevent the Union Pacific road 
from exchanging freight with the Burling­ 
ton, as by the interstate commerce law it 
is required to do. 
Neither have the engineers the right to 
refuse to pull Burhngtou cars, and such re­ 
fusal would subject them to imprisonment. 
The Union Pacific is creation of Congress. 
Congress has distinctly enacted that its of­ 
ficers, agents and operatives must at all 
times exchange witli and handle the freight 
of certain intersecting lines. The inter­ 
state commerce law reiterates this for all 
roads. The final order will be signed on 
Monday.

Trains were moved lo-dav with some 
regularity. The California and New Mex­ 
ico leave at 10:10 A. M., and the Denver and 
Utah Express, duo to leave at 11:15, were 
consolidated and left at 11:30. No. 71, for 
Southern Kansas, left at 12:14 a m , thirty 
minutes late. The Colorado Express, due 
atfi.v. M., arrived at 6:45. The east bound 
California, and north bound Kansas Ex­ 
press, due to arrive at 4:30 and 0:15 a.m ., 
respectively, were reported abandoned. 
Trains on the Kansas City, Fort Scott, 
and Gulf road all went out "on time this 
morning, with no indications of trouble. 
The depots presented a deserted disappear­ 
ance all day, as (here was little interest 
taken in the movements of the trains. The 
general feeling was that the strike was 
over. 
As one of the men mounted his engine 
to take out the train an old engineer stand­ 
ing in a group near by turned to his com­ 
panions and said. 
“ well, boys, fall in I 
The last man to go hack will be the one 
who gets left. It is only a m atter of time, 
now.” 
His prediction was verified. When, at 0 
0 clock, Chairman Conroe’s notice was is 
sued, the men took the m atter philosophi­ 
cally, and this evening nearly all of them 
present in the city were applying to Assist­ 
ant Superintendent Spoor for orders, trans­ 
portation, etc. 


CONROE DEPARTS FOR CHICAGO. 
K ansas City, March 18th.—Chairman 
Conroe returned from Topeka this m orn­ 
ing, and at ouce called a meeting of the 
Grievance Committee, and it is understood 
that the preparatory steps toward issuing 
the notice was taken ut this meeting. 
Chairman Conroe left for Chicago at half­ 
past four this afternoon, and was fifty miles 
out of the city by the time bis notice was 
promulgated.

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A USEFUL LESSON. 


It has been constantly preached that 
most of our political ills can be traced to 
the neglect of duty by citizens whose in­ 
stincts are right, and whose tendencies are 
all towards fair play. 
In the reeent city 
election in ¡sacramento the truth of the 
preaching was made vividly manifest. 
A 
very large congregation of the bad ele­ 
ments in society, m ainly importations 
from the slums of other cities,was on hand 
at the polling places. 
It was indeed an 
unusually strong rally of roughs. 
They 
came together on purpose to vote illegally 
or to aid others to do so, and to browbeat 
and cow voters opposed to them, to keep 
them from the polls, and to carry the elec­ 
tion to the liking of the vicious class, by 
fraud and by foroe. 
But these elements 
were rendered 
comparatively harmless, 
and were completely defeated in the ends 
they sought to accomplish. 
It was done 
by the simplest and yet most effective of 
methods. 
Some two hundred citizens of 
good standing, clean characters, whose 
homes arc in Sacramento, and whose in­ 
terests are promoted by order and the ob­ 
servance of the law. quietly posted them­ 
selves at the [stlls to give moral, and if 
need be, physical support to the chal­ 
lengers. 
They harl nothing to do but to 
l>e present and mingle with the crowds— 
their simple, inactive presence proved a 
complete and invincible bulwark to the 
ballot-boxes. 
The rough elements dared 
not attempt violence while these citizens 
stood their ground. 
The representatives 
of the slums were completely overawed by 
decency, cowed by courageous bearing, and 
whipped back without a blow being struck, 
except in a few instances by officers who 
were resisted in making arrests lor illegal 
voting. There never was in the whole his­ 
tory of Sacramento snch a wonderful revela­ 
tion of the power of good citizenship when 
once it asserts itself. 
In its manifestation 
there was no party politics; it was simply 
the irresistible strength of the American 
sentiment of “ fair play” ; an evidence of 
the overwhelming power of the people 
when they do political duty. 
There Ls no 
man in the State to-day, probably, who has 
not heard of what our esteemed contemix)- 
rary, the Han Francisco Call, denominates 
“ The I ieroisra of Sacramento”, and there 
can be no question that the example thus 
set te the people of the State w ill operate 
powerfully in the direction of reform in 
election processes in all sections where 
abuses have prevailed. 
The people of Sac­ 
ramento, irresjiective of party, simply and 
only did that which the people everywhere 
should do on the occasion of every election 
— they wont to the jmjIIs and stayed there, 
and as a result lawlessness was cowed into 
fairly decent behavior, outrages apon the 
ballot-box were prevented, and those who 
attempted or accomplished crime were 
promptly arrested. 
The moral of all this 
is, that if citizens w ill do their duty at the 
party caucus, the primary and the polls, 
they w ill presently have nothing of which 
to complain. 
It has been established be. 
yond all j>ossibility of denial, that elections 
in California can be fairly and honestly 
conducted, and frauds upon the ballot-box 
prevented by a very little sacrifice of time 
and output of energy on the part of those 
who stand for the law, for order and for 
cleanliness. 
It is sincerely hoped that the 
people of every precinct in California will 
improve upon the lesson taught here, and 
that however partisans may divide «pon 
party issues, they w ill be a unit for clean 
elections.

“Sacramento is supplementing the smash­ 
ing of the machine by vigorous legal pro­ 
ceedings against imported voters and pur­ 
chasers of their votes. 
If such political 
virtue could become permanent and gen­ 
eral instead of being merely spasmodic 
aod local, what a nice couutrv this would 
be.” 
It is to hoped that the present spell of 
virtue in Sacramento upon this subject w ill 
not be relaxed, for there is nothing that 
w ill so effectively put a stop to the nefari­ 
ous practice of the bosses iruportingand vot­ 
ing 
this 
class of cattle as 
to make 
the punishment for their crimes as certain 
as their commission. 
The practice hereto­ 
fore in vogue of dismissing any charges 
against illegal voters, about two days alter 
election, was as reprehensible and criminal 
on the part of those who di. it as were the 
crimes committed by the imported thugs 
and bullies. 
Bat this was one of the bene­ 
fits and immunities attached to the rule of 
the bosses, for if the bosses, at their bid­ 
ding, made the city officials, did they not 
see to it that the yery tools, by whose 
illegal votes they were put into office, 
should not be condemned and punished by 
the other tools in office? 
The people are now. however, aroused, 
and it w ill not be healthy for any boss’ 
head to rise up against them, although the 
finger of the “ powers that be ” can even 
now be seen sufficiently to demand the ut­ 
most watchfulness. The parties who fly 
to the relief of thugs and ballot box theat­ 
ers, by putting up deposits or going as bail, 
do not, as a rule, do so from patriotic mo­ 
tives, but a fellow feeling “ makes them 
wondrous kind.” 
The determination of the loval portion of 
the people of Sacramento to stamp out the 
infamous gang that has been wont to com­ 
mit ballot-box crimes in this city, at the 
dictation and procurement of local bosses, 
and in which the latter made themselves 
participators in these crimes, is one of the 
most assuring featur « of the present revolt 
against election crimes and criminals of all 
kinds. 
It is to be hoped that those who 
participate in these crimes by importing 
the criminals and aiding and abetting 
in the frauds committed, w ill next be 
reached and made to suffer the full penalty 
of the law. There must not be an enforce­ 
ment of penalty against the agent, and the 
principals be allowed to go free. The prison 
bars fit principals and their tools alike, and 
the people should see that they alike are 
made to view the sunshine of the outside 
world through them. 
Of the persons arrested last week the 
cases of some have already been disposed 
of, but there is decidedly too great a ten­ 
dency on the part of those who administer 
the law to permit “ mitigating circum­ 
stances ” to reduce the heinousness of the 
crimes committed, or attempted.

BOULANGER AGAIN. 


< ¡enera! Boulanger Ls again coming to 
the front as adisturbing element in French 
politics. 
The issue this time is between 
President Carnot and the General, and 
arises out of the late candidacy of the latter 
for a seat in the Assembly. 
During the 
canvass for the place, the General ab­ 
sented himself from his m ilitary post, for 
which the President proposes to retire 
him permanently from active command. 
This would reduce him to a subordinate 
grade in the army, and render him subject 
to the commands of officers who are now 
in m ilitary subserviency to him. 
W hile 
this would greatly lim it Boulanger's op­ 
portunities to dabble in [lolitics, it might 
make him a martyr, and the French peo­ 
ple are constantly alert for heroes of that 
order to uplift under the plea of persecu­ 
tion. 
In fact, Boulanger in his new role 
would lie more dangerous, than when given 
rein to make himself prominent in the 
public eye. 
When it was attempted under 
Grevy to put a bit between Boulanger’s 
teeth, the Parisians made him a political 
demigod, and for a time his personality 
eclipsed that of any public man in France, 
and had a good deal to do with the over­ 
throw of Grevy and hLs cabinets. 
The 
best thing President Carnot can do— from 
an American point of view— is to leave 
Boulanger to his own devices. 
W ith free­ 
dom to pose, he is far less harmful than if 
under restrain and appealing for popalar 
sympathy as a persecuted man. 


T h e “ dynam ite” warfare in the mines 
in Nevada county is disgraceful and in­ 
human.

tant; and these are all heroes. 
The great 
majority of people, however,

rapidly and by yielding invite the end. 
There can be no question but that the iron 
w ill of Frederick is holding him up to his 
work now. 
H e is a doomed man and 
knows i t ; he cannot so much as speak, but 
he is presiding as Emperor of Germany 
with as much calm attention to duty as if 
lie expected to live to see the fruition of 
the plans he is laying out for his country’s 
welfare. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin asserts that 
a remarkable fact has developed concern­ 
ing “prior residence” Chinese claiming the 
right to be landed.

these can only speak a few words.

army of Chinese has been landed, which 
under the Exclusion Act should have been 
kept out of the country.

The people iu Chris- 
gregational Chinese Mission in this city

was held at the Congregational Church last 
evening, and was attended by a large audi­ 
ence. The service was conducted by Rev. 
W. C. Pond, of San Francisco, Secretary of 
the California Chinese Mission Branch of 
the American Missionary Association. Out­ 
side of selections rendered by the organist 
and choir of the church, and brief remarks 
by Mr. Fend, the addresses, sones, etc, 
were by the Chinese, and were listened to 
with close and interested attention. 
The singing of the Chinese, accompanied 
by a cabinet organ, played by Fi>ng Sing, a 
member of the Mission, was evidently su­ 
perior to what was-expected by the audi­ 
ence. as a subdued applause with feet oc­ 
curred several times. Solos by Fong Sing 
and Lem Chung were creditable, as were 
also songs by the Mission choir and chorus 
by the entire school. 
The words were 
more nlHinly spoken and easier to be un­ 
derstood than trie singing of many of the 
church choirs -of the city. The recitations 
of the 23il Fsaltu by Mar Kee, and the 
poem of the *• Burial of Moses” by A ll Sec, 
were plainly understood, and the latter 
was quite effectively rendered. 
Leading features of the occasion were 
addresses made by Ong Tong and Chiu 
Toy. members of the Mission, and the lat­ 
ter, iielperor translator and assistant in the 
mission work. 
Both spoke sufficiently 
well in E i;’li-.li to be generally understood, 
and their addresses, as given below, were 
closely listened to throughout. 
Rev. Mr. Fond spoke briefly and quite 
enthusiastically upon the work being ac­ 
complished iu this mission field, and said 
there were more than (100 Chinese members 
of churches in California, and he regarded 
most of them as sincere and steadfast in 
their Christian profession as those of our 
own race. 
The addresses of Ong Tong and Chin 
Toy, which much interested the audience, 
were rs follows:

Alter this I found opportunity to preach the 
G spel every day. Though 1 could not m ake 
them become Christians.yei I was glad they snow 
m uch iuter« st to receive the good s* ed. Nearly 
everyday some people com eto me and asked me 
to tell them about this New Doctrine. A a honor­ 
able m an, or & teacher of 
Confucius, he is 
about 70 years old, cam e in our store one day 
and asked me to tell him about Jesus. W hen he 
w ent home, he said that he like si«ne of »he 
Bible-tracts to teach his grand-children. Then 
I gave him a New Testam ent, and th e tracts of 
all kinds which I had. 
My m other used to believe iu all kinds of su­ 
perstitions. If any one in the family w as sick, 
she would go to the sorcerer and ask for some 
charm s to heal the sick one. I told her th at 
this kind of belief and doing were all wrong. 
1 show her how to pray to the true God and 
taught her to say the Lord’s Prayer. One day 
my sister w assick iu bed.

Pretty soon a boy cam e in our store with a 
frighten lace, tried to hide him seif in some 
place. He surprised us all, and stopped ihe a r­ 
gum ent to a**k him what is the m atter. The boy 
could not tell his story, because of his quick 
breathing. He only said his uncle wanted to 
kill him , because he had been light with his 
cousin, uud broken biscous n ’scue by accident.

Bo m ust w e believe 
God is everywhere present. 
I will tell you one thing more, which was in 
my m arriage days. Before I am going to m arry, 
I have a long talk w ith mv parents ami rela­ 
tions, that I cannot do anything to worship the 
idols and ancestors. They all consented to 
w hat 1 say. March 24th, last year, was my 
w edding day. 
Three days before that, was 
raining very hard, eontinned day ami night. 
My m other felt very sad about this, She said, 
I am airaid the rain is continuing. 
Bo you 
know all the relatives talking of you? and 
says you believe the foreign religion, do not 
worship God and ancestors? 
Therefore, all 
gods w on't bless you and send the rains come 
down that you have no happy tim e.

I m ake up my m ind I w ill 
not worship any idols or ancestors, but 1 tru-t 
the God will m ake me happv. 1 think the rain 
w ill stop to-morrow ; if it does not stop I don’t 
think it is any wrong ; before had a great many 
people were m arried in the rainv tim e, and 
were banqueting iu lite rainy days." 
After I spoke this my m other still feel sorry, 
and the rain poured dow n—continued two days 
and two nights. In the 23d of March the sky- 
all clear up, and come a bright sun to shine, 
and everything as nice as it can he. All my rela­ 
tives come from other villages to attend the 
feast, and said they never expect to have such 
a pleasant w eather during the few days past. 
O! 1 cant tell how glad my m other is" at that 
tim e: and the uex- two days. 21th and 20th 
were very pleasaut, too. So my parents felt giad 
to let me prayed to the true God in the wedding 
service, and not compel me to worship the idols, 
a d some of my relatives said to me, "Y o u r 
Jesus is with yon.” 
I felt very thankful that I m et such w eather 
during those days. For all our Chinese like to 
see il the Lord bless bis followers before they 
pay attention to hear the Gospel. 
All those things happened to me unexpect­ 
edly. Come just as the hym n says, "L ight after 
darkness." 
1 hereforc I trust the Lord Jesus is 
always w ith me. if I serve him with a true 
heart. I think all Christians should believe we 
have a present Saviour—a living Christ. Jesus 
is my nearest and dearest friend—dearer than 
all my earthly friends or relatives. 
1 know the Lord's work is still goingand mov­ 
ing our nation. Ten years before, I only saw- 
one Christian Chinese at 
Hongkong. ‘ How- 
m any there now? Many thousands. W hen I 
visited the city o f Canton, I was glad to see so 
m any churches, and m any Chrtstiaus. both men 
and women, and some were ricli families too. 
When I was com ing back, and stopped at 
Hongkong, some Christian friends took me to 
the London Congregational Church 011 Sunday. 
I found our people iu the church just as m uch 
as the American people here. I ielt very thank­ 
ful that God give so many of my countrym en 
power to leave the idolatries. 
When we cam e from th at church we went 
into another new church, aud 11 hospital, which 
were just finished. They said all the expense 
of thes : buildings, about *40,000, which were 
entirely raised by our Christian Chinese al 
Ucngkong and some other cities 
I now tu d e good-by to native land, and return 
again to the mission work in Calilornia. 1 have 
been kept every hour of trial by a power greater 
th an my own. I truly believe God is our refuge 
and strength, and a very present help iu trouble.

ADDRESS OP CHIN TOY. 
More than a year ago I left San Francisco on 
the sleam er F tk in lor my far away hom e in 
China. There was ou board more than BOo Chi­ 
nese passengers, nine only of whom were Chris­ 
tians—a little band together. 
We used to go ou 
deck every pleasaut day and sing gospel hymns, 
one of our members, Brother Fong 1 aug, Irom 
this mission, had an aeeordeon aud m ade good 
music with it. 
The first two weeks we had a very liappy time. 
Some oi the passengers enjoyed our siuging, and 
liked to hear us tell th im about Une who had 
powt r to com m and the winas to blow, to lilt up 
the waves of the saa, and power to stop them . 
Two days belore we reached Yokohama some 
w hite people (cabin passengeis) cam e and sang 
with 11s. B urin g th en ig h tth erew asu g reat storm 
aud the steam er rolled terribly, and continued 
about twenty-four hours. Many of the Ci.iuese 
believed the storm was brought about by our 
singing, any m aae up their minds to prevent us 
in every way, it we are going to sing ou deck 
again. 
A lter leaving Yokoham a we went 011 deck and 
sang, as usual. Oh! bow those heathen people 
howling. 
They tried to stop 
us, and 
we 
w ouldn't m ind them at first: but they keep 
yelling witii words of scorn and hate. 
I talked 
to them with soft tone, and said I wished they 
not beiieve such superstition. They wont 
ct 
me speak to them , and kept ou scoloiug, anil 
called me m any bad nam es; some seemed 
ready to knock me down. All of us were tired 
w ith those hard lellows 
Some w ent down to 
the steerage to retire from them , and some 
sat a little way apart, with sad faces and 
sad h e a rts; only m yself left in the m iddle of the 
crowd. 1 silently prayed God to help me and 
keep us from harm , and give these people un­ 
derstanding. S .ddeuly a respectable m erchant 
come up from the hatchw ay, walked right to­ 
wards me w ith sm iling face and asked my nam e 
and the place of my home, and found that his 
home was only three miles far from mine. 
Ho 
declared to me how he had to hurry home with 
none •!' his countrym en to go with him. 
He 
expect that lie will find some on board, but 
had been seasick and not able to be on deck 
m any times. In the place where he slept he 
never heard any one say they were going to the 
same part of the country with him. 
This day he heard some of our Chinese talk 
about our Christians singing on deck, aud so 
m any disliked it and tried to stop us, and said 
of me Ihat I am a native of Hoi Ping. Thera- 
fore, this made him come right up to see me, 
and asked me when we go from Hongkong both 
hire a iu tn aud go in together, to keep more 
safe all the rest of the way by boat. As we 
talked the enraged passengers stopD ed their 
noise and left one by one. The m erchant was 
not a Christian, though the Chinese thought he 
was, because he spoke to me so kindly iu time 
of trouble. 
I belttve th at the Lord made me 
known to that m an, and sent him to give com ­ 
fort at that time, aDd accom pany me through 
the lonely way until I reached my hom e aud 
friends. 
1 stayed at hom e about ten months. 
I had a 
very hard lim e there at first, because I have no 
Christian friends who live near enough to help 
me. aud tem ptations around me very great. 
My father and 'ro d e wanted me to help in 
their store, which had the paper and candle for 
the sacrifices for sa.o. This was against my 
feelings. I told, them I am a Christian, I can­ 
not help iu Ihat business, for I know it is 
against the law of the true God. They laughed 
at me, and sanl I wus foolish to be 1 ie. c such a 
doctrine. I found it difficult to enlighten iheir 
minds. 
Two weeks after I got home, was the birthday 
of ray gtandfather, who oisd m any year-sgu. 
My father set scene sacrifices 011 the parlor tab c 
before the ancestral tablet; he want, d m eto 
bow down and w o'ship them w ith him , hut I 
refusec. 
I told them , while I honored my 
grandiathc 1 a areal deal, yet I eon d not worship 
him . The Christians only w orship ihe one 
t ruc God. 
This m ad" him very angrv at me. 
He so 
angry th at he did not take his breakfast that 
morning. 
From th at tim e my father wns cross to me 
very often.

W a s h in g to n . March lSth —Senator Stan­ 
ford j esterday appeared before the Senate 
Special Committee, to which was referred 
tne reporis of the Pacific Railway Commis­ 
sion. 
He said that the Government had 
reaped from the Central Pacific all the ad­ 
vantages any one ever expected it would 
reap, and now it had a poor debtor to deal 
with. 
It was a question now whether the 
Government would deal as generously as 
individual creditors would under like cir­ 
cumstances. There was an impression that 
the road had delayed having its land grants 
surveyed in order to evade ihe taxes. 
As a 
matter of fact there has been no time when 
the road was not ready to pay for them, 
but the Land Department would uot survey 
them. 
Any burden now’ put on this roaii 
must fall upon the people of Nevada and 
Clah, who are already paying fair charges 
for services. 
The Senator told graphically the fam iliar 
story of the construction and completion of 
this line. 
He said the Government had 
loaned its credit to the extent of $27,000 000. 
and the company had issued bonds to a like 
amount. The Government bonds had been 
sold at a discount, bringing it but little 
over $20,000,000, and the company’s bonds 
had brought little less than this sum. A ll 
the money so realized had been expended 
in the construction of the road. 
It would 
be seen that the wild stories that a hundred 
millions had been made out of the Gov­ 
ernment were without foundation. The 
road was completed seven vears before ihe 
limit in time was reached, and belore that 
lim it was reached the Government had 
saved more in reduced charges for the 
transportation of its mail aud troops than 
its entire investment. 
COMPETING LINES. 
The road was a conspicuous success and 
it could easily have paid i ff 11s debt to the 
Government bad not the latter, by its own 
act, fostered competing lines which divided 
i ’s business. 
He did not suppose any one 
expected tiie Govern 
ent bonds to be paid 
at maturity. The first mortgage bonds were 
due at the same time those of the Govern 
meat wore due. The company's sinking 
fund to meet the first morigage bonds now 
amounted to $9,000.000. 
Every dollar of 
this made the Government security so much 
the better. The amount standing to the 
credit of the road now in the treasury was 
actually $000.000 less than the amount paid 
in, by reason of investments in Government 
bonds at high premiums. The Government 
in all its other dealings had sold its bonds 
tor what it could get, losing itself whatever 
might be the discount. 
Yet the Central 
l ’acific had sold the Government'o bonds at 
a discount and now was asked to pay their 
face value, 
it might be said that the road 
issued a large amount of stock. So it did, 
but this did uot affect anybody but the 
snare-holders. 
If this Government debt 
was paid the Government would have saved 
over $200.000,000 profits of the road which 
were derived not from tbe Government but 
Solely from the values the road had created. 


c r e e d R a y m o n d ' s a r g u m e n t . 
General Counsel Haymond, of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, followed Senator Stanford. He 
said the Central Pacific could not, in honor, 
state what it was w illing to do as long as 
the responsible men were resting under 
charges affecting their character. 
They 
simply appealed now to demand of the 
committee 
an 
investigation 
of 
these 
charges. 
Later, 
when 
the 
committee 
should acquit the managers of all wrongful 
acts, the road would stute what it would do. 
He said that in no single instance had the 
road failed in its obligations to the Gov­ 
ernment or people, aud declared that since 
1802, in 110 single instance, from the be­ 
ginning to the end, has the Government 
performed faithfully one single obligation 
that it entered into with the road. 
H e de­ 
clared the Thurman Act was a failure, as 
everybody knew it would be. 
Senator Frye asked when, under the 
Thurman Act, the company’s indebtedness 
would be paid. 
“ Never,” rejoined Colonel H aym ond; 
“ and why,” he asked, “ should it be paid 
off?” 
If the company owed a hundred m illion 
to the United Slates the thing to be argued 
was to wipe it all out. Not one dollar ought 
to be collected. It was a question of levy­ 
ing a tax upon a local community to páv 
obligations which the United States had 
entered into to save the 
Union with. 
“ Take your Thurman Act,” he said, “ and 
let us give you so many thousand dollars 
a year, and let us perform the services that 
we are required to perform.” 
Senator Iiiscock declared that lie did not 
see the force of the argument. An inventor 
whose invention had been disposed of to 
the Government might as well make an 
equitable claim against the Government 
for the incidental benefits which accrued 
to the citizens from its adoption. 


T H E COAST AND T H E UNION, 
Colonel Haymond maintained that the 
road had been constructed to keen the Pa­ 
cific coast in the Union. 
Had those States 
gone out the Union would surely have per­ 
ished. 
Now the debt must be paid by the 
people at non-competitive points, and there 
were but a few of these left. 
If this tax 
was put upon the road it must be paid by 
the people of a small portion of the coun­ 
try, and there would, lie assured the com­ 
mittee, be trouble. Twenty-four months 
would not elapse before these people would 
be here, and they would be heard. 
The committee adjourned toa week from 
to-morrow, when Colonel Haymond w ill 
conclude his argument.

B ow th at Office H as B een B un for Sev­ 
eral Y ears. 
The Legislature in 1878 created the office 
of State Engineer, and fixed the salary at 
$6 000 per annum. William Ham. Hall, 
a young engineer of Stockton, was appoint­ 
ed to the position, and has held it for ten 
years, notwithstanding the fact that the 
office was originally created for only two 
years. The Legislature that created the 
office appropriated $100,000 for the work, 
which was considered ample. At each 
succeeding Legislature a show.ng was made 
of incomplete work, and each time large 
appropriations were made to clean up the 
work, until this department has cost the 
State something like $300,000, and for 
which the State has received very little 
value in retnrn. In fact, it is asserted that 
for $50,000 all that has been accomplished 
in the ten years could be obtained, yet in 
that time Mr. Hall himself has drawn $61,­ 
000 in salary. 
It being technical work, no one outside 
of the employes of the work knew any­ 
thing of its condition, and Mr. Hail had ño 
trouble in representing the matter to legis­ 
lators in such shape as to secure large ap­ 
propriations. At last the mantle has fallen, 
and again the public is treated to a dish of 
official crookedness. 
It appears that in June last there was a 
$10.000 appropriation to clean up, but the 
work had not been performed, and if the 
money remained in the treasury till July, 
it would be unavailable. To obviate this 
difficulty, it appears that Hall tried to get 
the balance carried over so as to apply it to 
the present fiscal year, but failed. Con­ 
troller Dunn would consent to no such 
funny business. Hall, however, seems to 
have outwitted Controller Dunn. He was 
determined to secure that money, and hedid 
so, the Controller to the contrary nowi'h- 
standirg. It appeals that he went to Brit­ 
ton & Rey, lithographers, of San Francisco, 
who had been doing work and were then 
engaged on work for the State, and had 
them send in bills for maps, diagrams, 
lithographic plates, paper, and other mate­ 
rial in advance of their being supplied. In 
other words, bills were filled out and signed 
for goods never furnished. 
“ Where is tbe State Engineer?” was 
asked by every reporter that called at the 
Capítol la®t week, it having been rumored 
some ten days ago that all was not straight 
in his official act3. 
C. E. Grunsky, an employe in the State 
Engineer s office, says he knows nothing 
of the bills referred to. They were not 
transactions of tbe Sacramento office and 
be was as ignorant of Mr. Hall's actions 
in the matter as were the news gatherers. 
He said Mr. Hall left Sacramento a month 
ago and ordered that his mail be sent, for 
one week, to Los Angeles. At the end of 
that time, a letter was forwarded to him, 
stating that no more mail would be for­ 
warded until they heard from him. No 
letter has been received from him since, 
and his whereabouts is unknown. 
The Controller has laid the matter before 
the Attorney-General, and steps will be 
taken to prevent the cashing of the war­ 
rants issued to Britton <fc Ray, which so 
far have not been presented at the office of 
the State Treasurer.

LOCAL BREVITIES. 
C hief o f P olice DiUtnan’g Statem ent of 
the Affair 
A statement was published on Friday 
last to the effect that Chief of Police Dill- ¡ 
man and officer Sullivan had used crooked 
means in recovering some Welln-Fargo 
money orders for an emigrant who had 
been robbed of them in a dice game, and 
that the man was compelled to pay the 
officers in order to 
recover 
his 
property, while the men who robbed him 
were not arrested. 
Chief Dillman states that the story, as 
published, was entirely untrue. He says 
that on Friday morning as he was coming 
down town he met officer Franks and a 
wealthy mine-owner of this State. The 
latter stated that he bad been inadicegame 
in a certain saloon and had been beaten out 
of some money and several VVells-Fargo 
money orders. He did not wish to swear 
to any complaint, as he would not have his 
name published in connection with the 
matter for ten times the amount he bad 
lost, but he was on his way to Toronto, 
Canada, and wanted to recover the money 
orders, which were not indorsed, and wouiil 
be of no use to anyone else, to meet the 
expense of his trip." He was willing to let 
the men keep the money. The Chief and 
officer Franks went to the saloon where the 
man was beaten out of his money and got 
a description of the men, at the same time 
informing the proprietor that if the money 
orders were not returned he would get in 
trouble. Officer Sullivan was called in the 
case, and it was learned that the men had 
Jeff for Stockton oil the 11:36 train.

Lincoln Item s. 
A correspondent, writing from Lincoln, 
says: 
Business at the pottery is booming. 
They have just put in a new No. 6 Blake 
force pump, which will be used fur feeding 
the boilers, and also have a hose attach­ 
ment in case of fire. 
One of the hand elevators has been 
superseded by a 60-foot Palmer elevator, 
run by steam, bv means of which the 
largest pipe may be run to the second floor 
to be dried. This was absolutely necessary, 
as the first floor was not large enough to 
dry the pipe fast enough to till orders. 
Mr. Gladding told us that anew stpam 
press of larger capacity is on the way, and 
will be immediately put in, to enable them 
to keep up with orders. 
A three story building. 134 by 85, is in 
course of construction. The building will 
be inclosed with rough siding, so that it 
may be used at once. Afier a while a wall 
ot fire proof tiles or bricks will be built up 
inside and anchored to the siding. There 
will be a ventilator story, 28 feet wide and 
8 feet high, the full length of the building. 
As soon as this is inclosed another build­ 
ing of similar design and 150 bv 85 feet 
will be built. 
A kiln, 40 by 18 feet inside, has just been 
completed,and they areat work on another 
of exactly thp same size. To build one of 
these kilns it requires 80,000 red brick and 
60,000 tire brick, worth not less than $2,500, 
besides lime, cement, labor, etc., bringing 
the cost to about $5,000 each. Another 
kiln, 50 by 24 feet, will be started when 
this one is finished. 
The terra-cotta department is largely in­ 
creased, and enough orders are already in 
to keep them busy for the next six months.
